WAREHOUSES BURN

Three Dead and Many Injured By
Shock That Shakes Five States
—Washington Gets Tip of
Impending Danger.

New York—Property loss estimated
8t $26,000,000 was caused early Sun-
dny by & series of terrific explosions of
sminunitlon awaiting shipment to the
.entente allies and'stored on Black Tom
Island, a small strip of land jutting in-
to New York Bay off Jeruey City.

The loss of life' eannot be deter-
mined definitely until there has been
opportunity to cheek up the workmen

on the faland and on bosta
employed

nearby.

Three are known to be dead and at
least five more are missing. Scorea
of were injured, some of them
probably mortally. :

The detonations, which were felt in
five atates, began with & continuous
rapid fire of small shells, the blowing
up of great quantities of dynamite,
trinitrotoluene and other high explo-
sives, followed by the bursting of
thousande of shrapnel shells, which
literally showered the surrounding
country and waters for many miles
around.

Fire started scon after the first
great eranh, which spread death and
desolation in it wake, destroyed 18 of
the huge warshonsea of the National
Stornge company on Black Tom Island
and #ix other warehouses in which
wore stored merchandise valued at be-
tween $12,000,000 and $15,000,000.
The flames, shooting into the clouds,
were reflected agninst New York's
“fakyline'’ of towering office buildinga,
which only a few minutes before were
shaken to their foundations ss by an
earthquake, Miles of streets in Man-
hattan alone were strewn with broken
glasa and shattered signs,

The canse of the disaster has not
been determined. Officinls of the Na-
tional Storage company and the Lehigh
Valley raflroad, which also suffered
heavily through loss of property, de-
clared, however, that reports to them
showed a fire started shortly after 1
o'clock Sunday morning on a barge

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URGENT NEED FOR MAYAL BASE
ON COLMBA I ESBLSHED

Washington, D. C. — The Lane
amendment to the naval bill, appro-
priating §600,000 to establish a sub-
marine and torpedo boat base on the
Columbis river, will be nceapted by
the house conferees if Secretary Dan-
iels will inform them that he favors
the appropriation at this time. This
was Jearned by Representatives Haw-
ley, Sinnott and MeArthur Saturday,
They immediately arranged s confer-
ence with Secretary Daniels and later
in the duy presented to him the reas
ons why, in their judgment, this base
should be authorized without further
delny.

Injuncion Order Against Longshore-
HMM Modified

Portland—At the concluslon of a
two-day preliminary hearing on the
merits of . the temporary restraining
order issued July 10 sgainst striking
longshoremen, on petition of the San
Francisco & Portlund Steamship com-
pany, Federal Judge Wolverton Satur-
day ordered that the injunction be con-
tinued pending further the final hear-
ing to determine whether it shall be
made permanent,

In granting the preliminary injunc-
tion, however, he modified considern-
bly the terms of the previous tempor-
ury rastraining order,

In general terms, this order re-
strained the men from interfering un-
lawfully with the business or property
of the company, or with non-union
men employed by the company.

Judge Wolverton said he would per-
mit picketing on condition that it be
enrried on peacefully. He defined
“peacefully’’ to be without threats,
violence, vile language or any form of
intimidation againat strikebreakers.'’

Explosion Wrecks Grants Pass

Grants Pass, Or,—What is believed
to have been un attempt to blow up
the pumping plant which supplies the
Bouth Side and Fruitdale ditches with
rrigation water at the dam of the
Rogue River Public Service corpora-
tiop, threo miles cast of this city, was
mnde st the pumping station early Sat-
urday morning.

The night watchman st the pump-
ing station had just stepped behind
some heavy timbers when & terrific ex-
plosion oecurred,

The tarbines were damaged and tim-
bers ripped off the dam. The damage
to the plant will amount to approxi-
mately $3000 although the most ser-
lous aspect st the present time is the
losa of the irrigation water to several
hundreda of acres of sugar beets,

GERMAN SUBMARINE MERCHANTMAN
NAKES DASH FOR OPEN SEA

Baltimore, Md.—On the second an-
niversary of Germany's declaration of
war against Russia, the German sub-
marine merchantman Deutschland set
out from Baltimore on a return voyage
to Germany with & declaration of eon-
fidence from her commander, Captain
Paul Koenig, that he would take her
home in spite of the heavy odda she

would face when the three-mile limit
in the Atlantic oosan is reached. )

The submersible was towed out of

the slip where she was berthed 28 days
ago, at 6:40 o'clock Tuesday sfter-
oo,
After gotting into midstream the
tow line of the tug Timmins was ecast
off and the Deutschland proceeded
down the river under her own power,
The Timmins went to one side, the
const guard cutter Wissahickon to the
other and the harbor police boat Lan-
nan brought up the rear to prevent un-
due erowding by the small fleet of
Inunches that followed.

Capatin Koenig and his crew of 27
men embarked with the knowledge
that 8 man hurried to & telephone with
& messsge to agents for the entente al-
lies that the Deutachland had started,
They knew how long he had watched
at the end of & nearby pier, day and
night, but the little captain went out
of Baltimore hurbor smiling and wav-
ing his cap.

His laat words in the harbor were of
praise for Ameirea and for his treat-
ment here by Baltimore customs au-
thorities, To Guy Steele, surveyor of
customs, he sald: ‘“We came here du-
bious about our reception. We go
back certain that the friendliest of
feeling exista in Ameriea for Ger-
many, You have been more than
courteous and the fatherland will not
forget it.”

Captain Koenlg kuows that eight
warships of the entente allies are
walting for him at the edge of the
three-mile limit, spread out in a radins
of five milea,

'*We shall huve to pass unseen with-
in that radios in order to escnpe,’’ he
said. *‘We shall have to make that
passage under conditions not entirely
wivantageous, Were the water at thst
point 160 feet deep it would be easier,
We could submerge deeply enough to
pasa underneath the warships. But
the water there is not 150 fest deep.
We shall, therefore, have to pass be-
tween the warships."’

There was a determined look on the
captain's face ap he expressed confi-
dence that he would get through.

Austrian Army Cut Off From
German Aid by Russian Forces

London—The second anniversary of
Germany's declaration of war on Rus-
sia finds the relative positions of the
belligerents very different from those
of the first anniversary. The entente
allies are now pursuing o succeensful
offensive on all fronts, and the central
powers are virtually everywhere on
the defensive,

Qregon Will File for Share in

Government Good Roads Fund |

Salem — Oregon's full share of the
Fedéral good roads approprintion,
amounting to $78,000, for 1916, under
the Shackleford bill passed recently by
congrens, will be claimed at once,
members of the State Highway com-
mission and advisory board decided

Monday.

Governor Withyeombe, in behalf of
the State Highway commission, within
the next few days will make a formal
requent of the speretary of Agriculture
for the mopey which it is desired to
use this year, if possible. He will re-
quest Attorney General Brown for an
opinion regarding certain features of
the Federal law authorizing the appro-
priation, and then will tender hia for-
mal request to the government for the
money.

Decigion to ask for Oregon's 1916
share of the Federal allotment provid-
ed under the Sheekleford measure was
made a8 a result of a conference of the
Highway ission wi bera of
the advisory board and a delegation
from Portland, The Portland repre-
sentatives were urgent that netion to
get the money be immediate, fearing
that to delay until the legialature
meets might result in the state's los-
Ing its allotment from the government
for thia year.

Under the provisions of the govern-
ment measure Oregon must mateh the
Federal approprintion with an equal
amount of money, which is to be ex-
pended #8 -may be deeided upon by
state highway officisls and the Seere-
tary of agriculture,

In matching the government appro-
priation, assurances were given by the
Multnomath county delogation that the
county was already prepared to expend
836,000 on rosd work on the Columbin
River highway.

8. Benson anid that he would give
$15,000 for road improvement, and the
highway commission decided to allot
$18,000 remsining in the highway
fund for work on Ruthton Hill on the
Columbin highway, in Hood River
county. That leaves only §10,000 to
complete the $78,000 needed to mateh
the government allotment,

county is that of the Sammons-Cam-
eron-Logan mine at Waldo, in this
county, and brought to this city for
shipment Wednesday.

Four hundred and eighty-four ounces
of pure gold, molded into three hand-
some pale-yellow bricks, were brought
to the banks of this city, the same be-
ing valued ot §9000, It s reported
that the balance of the cleanup, dis-
burged in other channels, will bring
the grand total up to upward of $14,-
